It condemns acts 
of outrage “by all parties,” and asks 
the Irish people to take steps to protect 
life and property. Then it restores the 


balance by inviting the Government to. 


abandon the “provocation” of sending 
munitions to Ireland. The third resolu- 
tion asks Mr, Thomas to arrange a meet- 
ing between the Prime Minister and an 
Irish deputation, representing North and 
South in equal numbers, with a view 
to the creation of an “atmosphere” of 
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ordinating the country’s hospital system, 
and suggests means by which the volun- 
tary hospitals may be placed on a firmer 
financial basis. It advocates the provision 
of funds for research work and the estab- 
lishment of a preventive medical : service. 
One of its most important recommenda- 
tions is that an Irish medical service shall 
be created. We anticipate a keen con- 
troversy on this subject. Two things, 
however, are clear. An efficient medical 
service would be of great value to the

In the House of Commons. last night 
Mr. Balfour made a statement on the 
development and organisation of the 
League of Nations, and defended it 
against the several objections urged by 
its critics in the House. 

At Bow street, London, yesterday, the 
Earl of Clancarty was committed for trial, 
on his own recognisances of £1,000; on 
charges of obtaining credit without dis- 
closing the fact that he was an undis- 
charged bankrupt, and of obtaining mon 
and goods by means of cheques whi 
were afterwards dishonoured.

Murder is no cure for misgovernment, 
even if misgovernment be admitted for the 
sake of argument. The truth is that the 
present methods of military rule in Ire- 
land have been made inevitable by the 
campaign of murder and outrage, and that 
in protecting the police and trying to re- 
store law the Executive is fulfilling the 
very first function of normal government. 
The answer to the request that Irish 
Labour shall not be “ provoked” by the 
despatch of munitions to Ireland is 
very simple. It is, “Que messicury les 
assassins commencent.’’ During the present 
week a police-®fficer was murdered in cold 
blood near his own door at Gorey. It is 
with the sole object of preventing such 
dreadful crimes that the troops are in Ire- 
land and need the munitions which Irish 
railwaymen refuse to handle. The present 
situation is impossible, and, if Mr. Lloyd 
George does not give the deputation a clear 
warning on the subject, he will fail in his 
duty alike to England and to Ireland. 
Railwaymen are refusing now to carry not 
merely munitions, but armed soldiers, and 
even armed policemen, in Irish trains. 
By such refusal they are hampering the 
law and are defying the Government which 
pays them their big wages and the very 
trade union which got them those big 
wages. The Government will abdicate all 
authority in Ireland if it chooses to can- 
nive at this condition of things by accept- 
ing the astonishing view that a request to 
railwaymen to do their duty to the State 
and to their employers is an act of “ pro- 
vyocation.”” Nobody can be more anzious 
than we fcr an “atmosphere of settle-

America does nothing by halves. Even 
in her extravagance she stands alone, and, 
in comparison with her people's prodi- 
gality, the most reckless nations of Europe 
are niggardly misers.

POLICE REWARDS. 

Mr, Denis Henry, replying to Colonel Ashley 
in the House of Commons yesterday, said the 
Constabulary Reward Board have full power at 

resent to award medals to members of the 
force. They have already made many awards 
for pre-eminent valour and bravery, and have 
promoted a considerable number of sergeants 
and men, as well as giving them first-class 
favourable records, with grants. No decision 
has yet been arrived at as to the institution of 
an additional medal. 

Golonei Ashley—-May 1 ask whether this’ medal 
carries any money pension, and will the right 
hon. gentleman consider favourably the exten- 
sion of the medal to the Dublin Mctropolitan 
Police ? 

Mr. Denis Henry said that he did not think 
that the medal itself carried any pecuniary con- 
sideration, but grants of money had been given. 

e would make inquiries about extending the 
medal to the Dublin Force. 

THE MURDER OF CONSTABLE KING. 

Mr. Denis Henry, replying to Mr.. Donald, 
said that Constable King was murdered near 
Bantry on Saturday evening last, when return- 
ing in plain clothes on a bicycle to the barracks 
at Giengariff. He was fired at ami wounded. 
He then escaped an]. hid m a farmer's house, 
but wes shot dead. He was on leave of 
absence at the time. He had served four years 
in the Navy, and took part in the battle of 
Jutland. A report of the number of crimes in 
Irclauc’ was regularly issued. 

THE POLICE BONUS. 

In reply to Sir John Butchor, Mr. Denis 
Henry said that the war bonus granted to 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Dubha Metropolitan Police, between Ist 
March, 1915, and 3ist March, 1919, was ex- 
pressly given as a non-pensionable emolument, 
and kad been so treated, Tho, Civil Eerv.ce 
rate of war bonus, which was io a certain cx- 
tent treated as pensionabic, had not been ex- 
tended to members of these forces, who, how- 
ever, were granied permanent increases of pen- 
sionable. pay on four occasions since the out- 
break of war, two of which fell within the 
period referred to. 

SINN FEIN COURTS, 

In reply to Colonel Ashley, Mr. Denis Henry 
said—It is true that courts, popularly styled 
Sinn Fein courts, have sat in the Counties of 
Clare, Cork, Korry, Limerick, Kilkenny, West- 
meath, Queen's County, Leitrim, Roscommon, 
Sligo, Galway, and Donegal. But there is no 
evidence to show thet they have been estab- 
lished by an illegal organisation or that ins 
are not, in fact, arbitration. courts voluntarily 
recognised by parties in conflict. Reports lave 
been reteived of sentences and punisiments in- 
flicted by those courts, but as the warsons 
alleged to have been so treated will mot cive 
evidence or admit the truth of the reports, it 
is not practicable at present to proceed against 
the parties who adjudicate in or appear before 
these courts. 

Colone! Ashley—Does not that answer convey 
to the House that the Irish Government are re- 
cognising these courts, and carihot the right 
hon. gentleman. in the case of people deported 
or told that they must leave the district, get 
their evidence, as they are out of the power of 
the Sinn Feiners ” 

Mr. Denis Henry--My answer conveys no 
suggestion of the kind. In every case where 
any one is aileged to have been brought efore 
a Sinn Fein court the Constabulary have been 
instructed to make inquiries, but, owing to the 
intimidation in these counties, it has been 
found impostible up to the present to get evi- 
rence. '

strong popuiar bias in favour of one of the two 
main divisions of political thought. “So far as 
the Socialist section is concernéd, the resull 
hes heen to transfer a certain amount of 
support from the Majority Socialists to the In- 
dependents. Majority Socialists are thus 
mote dependent than ever upon compromise, 
and the Independént Socialists, being stronger 
than before, but stil] in a weak position when 
considered alone, are more of a stumbling block 
than ever’ One thing is quite clear. No 
Government ean exist in Germany to-day which 
is not progressive. The country cennot stand 
still. It must grapple with gigantic problems 
which demand an attitude free from all conser- 
vative bias. The parties of the middle classes, 
however, are not unpelled by any love of 
change. They are the party of vested in- 
terests, the party most hkely to welcome a 
tendency back to the “good old days.” 

In the middie class party a similer thing has 
happened. The number of supporters of all 
the parties in the section is approximately ax 
before, but one party hag gained at another 
party's experse—-in point of fact, the so-called 


Democrats, and, to some extent, of the Centre. 
The Volksparte: is the backbone of the middic 
class, the capitalist class. It is financed by 
large funds raised from great imdustrial con- 
cerns all over the country, such as gigantic 
undertakings like Krupp. As part of itg cam- 
paigning machinery it has bought up a large 
section of the Press.

The result of the election has been & give 
each party of each of the two main eections 
about the same number of scats, so that neither 
section ig capable of putting together a clear 
working majority. 6 party in either section 
is etrong enough to do without the others in 
the section, and hetwoen the parties in each 
section there are deep chzems of division. All 
things considered, there is no prospect at all 
nf a strong, working Government emerging. 
Only a progressive Government can live. and 
the forces of progress are divided into hostile 
camps. Already one hears undercurrents of 
proposals for a new election. One thing alone 
is clear to the interested onlooker. and it was 
also clear during the election. The German 
people is still without any developed political 
sense. The capacity of independent thinking 
and acting has been atrophied by its genera- 
tions of military despotism.

These were the 
enomies he was really afraid of, because if they 
were allowed to have their way they would de- 
stroy the League altogether. If the fanatics— 
if he might use the term without offence—were 
allowed to dictate the policy of the League he 
was cortain they would blow. it to pieces, There 
weré those who would have us create a sort of 
super-State to direct forces, military and navel. 
that wette levied, paid for, and officered by the 
separate|mations. Delay and publicity were ihe 
two mam instruments for preventing inter- 
national |disputes. Then there was arbitration, 
and if that failed there was the commercial boy- 
cott, and, in the last resort, military measures. 
The League was not, and could not be, a com- 
plete instrument for bringing order out ‘of exist- 
ing chaos, and those who threw on it that bur- 


Nations were doing it the greatest disservice. 
Let them not, by throwing on it burdens it was 
ill-fitted to bear, destroy the most promising 
effort in the direction of renewed civilisation 
which mankind had wet made. (Cheers) 


MR. ASQUITH. 


Mr. Asquith said that he did not differ funda- 
mentally, from the definition Mr. Balfour had 
given as to the normal and proper activities ot 
the League. He agreed that most of the things 
mentioned by Mr. Balfour as having been done 
were stages on the road to improvement. The 


national Justice was an essential part of the 
effective machinery of the League, and he wel- 
comed the establishment of an International 
Economic Inquiry. With regard to the reduc- 
tion of armaments, a drastic limitation had been 
imposed cn our late onemies, but other nations, 
not so affected, should show the way, and set 
the example in the reduction of armaments. He 
went on to ask whether, under Article 11 of the 
Covenant of the League, the recent aggressive 
action of Poland as against Russia did not con- 
stitute a clear case for the interposition of the 
League. He maintained that it was a clear 
case in which the League had the power to im 
tervene. It was ite duty to mtervene, and we 
had not yet had any satisfactory reason given 
as to why in this crucial test case the Powers 
with the greatest authority stood by with folded 
arms, in silence and inertia, while their aggres- 
sive neighbour, Poland, went on. He also asked 
| whether the conditions clearly laid down in the 
Covenant of the League in regard to the giving 
of mandates had always been followed. He con- 
cluded by urging that the work of the Supreme 
Council should be brought to an end with as 
little delay as possible, and its function trans- 
ferred to the Council of the League of Nations,

With regard to 
intervention in the case of Poland, 
it must remembered that the 
conditions from which the League was 
created were not the conditions now prevailing 
in Europe.

central authorities would be difficult, if: not 
impossible, and that the best practical solution 
% to amalgamate, under one system of central 
ecntrol or Ministry, the several Departments 
which are now princiually concerned wiih the 
‘administration of matters relating to or affect- 
aug the health of the community, and to trans- 
fer to the Mimisiry the bealth functions of 
oiher Departments. 

The Departments affected appear to he :— 
(a) The Local Government Board for Ireland; 
(b) the Trish Insurance Commission; (c) the 
Office of the Registrar-General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland; (d) the 
Office of the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums; 
té) the Chief Secretary’s Office; and (f) the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical In- 
siruction for Ireland. 

The question of the amalgamation of the 
first three Departments appears to present no 
difficulties. 

As regards the Office of the Inspectors of 
Lunatic Asylums, the Committee are of opinion 
that lupacy administration is an essential part 
ef the functions of a centralised health 
authority, and, in view of this, they communi- 
cated with the Inspectors on the eubject, and 
they appear to be in agreement with the pro- 
posal to incorporate them in the Ministry, pro- 
vided that their Department remaing a distinct 
eatity. 

The Committee see no objection to their con- 
dhions end recommendations, and have 
embodied them as far as possible in their 


proposals. 

The question of transferring to the Ministry 
the functions of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction in relation to veteri- 
mary services was considered by the Association 
of Veterinary Officers, with the “yom of co- 
ordmating medical and veterinary lth ser- 
vices, and, in view of the strong representa- 
tions made by the Department of Agriculture,

THE CLERGY'S WIDOWS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—According to the annual report of the 
Church of Ireland Clergy Widows’ and Orphans’ 

nd for the year 1919 the accumulated 
capital now amounts to £259,496. The income 
for 1919, made up of interest on capital and the 
contributions of the clergy, was £17,179. The 
amount paid to our widows and orphans was 

138, and, after payment of all expenses of 
management, £10, was added to capital. 

e total amount received by each widow of a 
contributing clergyman was , and by each 
orphan £10. Considering the present value of 
money, such a miserable pittance is, indeed, 
deplorable, and unworthy of our Church. In 
view of the size of the present capital, and the 
probable reduction of the number of clergy 
owing to the amalgamation of parishes, can a 
larger sum not be disbursed? If only the 
present annual contributions of the clergy were 
returned to the widows, their payment of £55 
could be imcreased to £80—not a very large 
amount, : 

Is it not high time that the laity of our 
Church should invited to help our widows? 
Up to the present the whole capital has been 
subscribed by the clergy themselves. Last year 
they contributed, out of their inadequate 
stipends, £8,142. Surely it is up to our laity 
to contribute at least an equal sum. Divided 
among our dioceses, it would not mean a very 
large amount, but what an incalculable relief 
it would tc. the struggling widows and 
orphans. Nothing but praise is due to the 
Representative Church Body for their splendid 
management and foresight in regard to this 
fued. In the Church of the Apostles “seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost 
and wisdom,” were appointed over this business. 


The Church wants seven such men today, who | 


will see that the widows are not megiected in 
the daily ministration.—Yours, etc., 
James F. Annersow (Cik.).
